1 NATIONAL KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (NKKKK) 


A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan met at Atlanta, 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the Klan’s unity of effort 
and activities to establish a National Fund, and a National 
Secretary, and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended 
by representatives of the Federation of the Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; 
Association of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Southern Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of Georgia Klans, Georgia; 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; Association of 
South Carolina Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan, 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order". 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-3fewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-Foreign born.

On July 12, 1968, a source, who has provided 
reliable information in the past, advised that a Klan 
organization believed to be the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK) is planning to have a recruiing drive 
in the Muskegon, Michigan, area commencing at 1:00 PM on 
July 13, 1968. This drive was to organize at a rest area 
located on the Interstate 96 expressway located at Fruit- 
port, Michigan, approximately eight miles east of Muskegon 
and to be completed with a picnic held at a beach near 
Muskegon.

Birmingham Confidential Informant T-l advised 
on July 21, 1968, that a public rally was held on July 20, 
1968, at Pinson, Alabama.

20 feet tall, made of metal pipe. and wrapped with burlap 
and foam rubber, was burned at approximately 8:30 p.m.

The burning of the cross created a great deal 
of attention on nearby Highway 79, which is crowded with 
automobiles on Saturday night . However, attendance was 
small due to the bad condition of the small dirt road 
leading from the highway to the grounds.

the attitude of the federal government toward the State 
of Alabama. He said that the people need not expect 
GEORGS WALLACE to stand in the schoolhouse door this time 
but it was up to the people to resist the government now. 

CREEL also said the American people are under 
"credit slavery" to the Jews. He said that if the Jews 
did not like what a man said, they would cut bis credit 
off. CREEL said that the government and the Jews were 
giving him a hard time on account of hie views but that 
he was going to keep on talking and was not going to shut 
up even if it meant eating corftbread and living in a tent 
under a shade tree. 


CREEL urged all non-Klansmen to sign up in the 
Klan and not be afraid of the consequences.

On Julyc3 and 5, 1968, a th ird source. advised that 
about two or three weeks ago Lenvidse^Smith displayed creden- 
tials appointing Urn as Grand D ragon-o.f_.theO^KKK. i n^.Ohio , .

A source advised that on May 22 , I960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. 

The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federa- 
tion of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 

North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the Notth 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership.

A characterization of the National States Rights

On June 25, 1968, AT T-7 furnished Issue number 4 
of the "Imperial Night Hawk" Which carried as its main 
article, on its front piece the. title "The Pope is a, Jew", 
with a subtitle "Jews Dominate Vatican since 1878'. That , 
article went on to say that ail the Popes from Louis XIII 
through Pope PAUL VI were or are Jewish with th^fexception 
of Pope Pibus X, the year 1903 to 1914 . The article indicated 
that Papal elections were rigged, preplanned and sponsored 
by Jewish Cardinals Freemase® and apostates for various reasons. 

A second article carried on Page 1 of Issue number

.. announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as Post 
Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that Edward R. Fields, 
the Information Director of the NSRP and Editor of "The Thunderbolt," 
is the individual who actually controls the NSRP. 

Issue No. 72, dated November, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt," 
reflects Dr. Edward R, Fields to be National Director of the NSRP 
as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt."

In December, 1967, a source advised that Donald R. 

Heath, 2055 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, was Illinois 
Grand Dragon for NKKKK. This source stated Heath had indicated 
he was attempting to organize a NKKKK branch at Chicago, which 
would subscribe to the purposes and objectives of the national 
organization of the NKKKK. 

In early January, 1968, a second source advised 
Donald R. Heath, Illinois Grand Dragon, NKKKK, and William 
Harvey Plogger, 2340 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, were NKKKK 
leaders at Chicago. 

The second source also stated in early January, 1968, 
that Heath and Plogger, Chicago police officers, along with six 
other Chicago police officers, were suspended by the Chicago 
Police Department on December 28, 1967, because of their 
association with NKKKK activities in Chicago. 

The first source advised in April, 1968, that Heath 
had moved from Chicago and all activity of the NKKKKat Chicago 
had ceased with his departure. 

The second source and a third source advised in May, 
1968, that NKKKK activities at Chicago were non-existent. These 
sources both indicated Heath's attempt to recruit members into 
the NKKKK at Chicago prior to his departure from the city was 
Jutile .

The following is a summary of information 
furnished on September 3, 1968, by AT T-l, AT T-2, AT 
T-3, and AT T-4: 

National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
(NKKKK), held its annual rally in a pasture at the foot 
of Stone Mountain in Stone Mountain, Georgia, on 
August 31, 1968. Approximately 300 people gathered in 
a drizzling rain to hear speakers from Georgia, Alabama, 
South Carolina, Florida, Ohio, Louisiana, and Tennessee. 
A large cross about 30 to 35 feet tall was burned. 

Forty to fifty rofcddKlansmsn participated in the cross 
burning ceremony. 

There were about a dozen speakers , many of 
whom concealed their identity by wearing hoods over 
their face in addition to the traditional Klan robe. 

The main subjects discussed by the speakers were 
Communism, segregation, white supremacy, and the 
candidacy of former Alabama Governor George Wallace for 
President • 

One of the main speakers was James R. Yenable, 
Imperial Vizard of NKKKK, who also acted as mater of 
ceremonies. Yenable denounced Communism, both major 
political parties, and Congress. He stated he described 
integration as a Communist inspired plot to destroy the 
nation.

Wallace. 

A hooded Klansaan from South Carolina whose 
name was not revealed denounced both major political 
candidates and charged that Vice President Hubert 
’ Humphrey is mainly responsible for the integration of 
the now taking place. 

A one-armed man whose last name is Duncan 
was introduced as being from Louisiana. He spoke along 
the same lines as the other speakers did. 

Klansaan named Jerry^ftope was introduced 
as a representative of the Dixie Klaus from Tennessee.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on September 3, 1968, that 
a national rally of Klan Associations took place on August 31, 
1968, at approximately 8:00 p.m. at the foot of Stone Mountain, 
Georgia. A national rally of the Klansmen and a cross-burning 
was held. 


The source advised that there were 60 to 75 Klansmen 
attending dressed in robes, and about 250 altogether in 
attendance. 


The source reported that some of the Klan rep- 
resentatives who spoke were James Venable, Bill Turney from 
Louisiana; Jerry Cult, from Tennessee; Evan Lewis, from Ohio; 
and Jack Crites, the Imperial Klud from Ohio, who urged Klans- 
men to use their votes to get crooked politicians out of office, ' 
and if that did not Work, then they should use bullets. 

The confidential source further advised that on 
September "!, 1968, at approximately 9:00 a.m., 45 Klansmen 
met at the National Klan's Hall at Tucker, Georgia, for a 
breakfast and series of talks by a ; number of state rep- 
resentatives. The first speaker spoke on why the Klan was not 
growing in numbers. 

James Venable spoke at approximately 11:00 a.m., 
and made a plea for funds to. publish the "Imperial Nighthawk", 
a Klan periodical.

Mr. Evan Lewis took the floor and asked Mr. Venable 
for a reaffirmation that. the Klan would stick by the con- 
stitution and continue to bar Negroes, Jews, and Catholics from 
the Klan. ■ Venable affirmed that the constitution would be 
upheld. 

The source advised that the next speaker was an 
v elderly woman who was referred to as Granny. She smoked a 
\ cigar and carried a .38 revolver in her bra.

The next speaker was first name unknown Boggs, from 
Orlando, Florida, and then a Mr. E. E. George, Imperial Wizard 
of the Improved Order of the United States Klan, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Incorporated, Post Office Box 111, Lithonia, 
Georgia, spoke.

The confidential source advised that at approximately 
9:00 p.m., on September 1, 1968, five National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan members were observed in Room 18 of the Memorial 
Hotel, Stone Mountain, Georgia. 

Jack Crites announced that there had been a shoot-out 
between some of the Klansmen and three cars full of Negroes 
at Berea, Kentucky. Crites was concerned about Connie Lynch, 
and it was understood that first name unknown Rucker had been 
shot and leaves a wife and several children. 

Evan Lewis talked in favor of getting Klansmen 
who were still at the motel and going to Berea and wipe out all 
the Negroes in the town. Lewis was not taken seriously by the 
group, and the subject was dropped.

Jack Crites inquired of the Michigan Klansmen as to 
how many men they had that they could depend on to do a job 
or go out and do some action and that they could work in teams 
of two. 

Evan Lewis asked Bill Hall of the Michigan Unit

"One and one-half cases of 80 percent stuff, several caps, 
a quantity of fuse, several pistols, an M-l Carbine, and two 
Spitfires". ’ ■ 

Crites stated he wanted the Detroit members to come 
to Akron, Ohio, in the fall so he could show them how to handle 
the stuff, make grenades, and set off explosives by radio.

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag.

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order." 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-foreign born. 

A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R.

Birmingham Confidential Informant T-l advised on 
April 15, 1968, that a special meeting of NKKKK was 
held on April 13, 1968, 7:30 p.m. , at the Tarrant,

UKA, changed affiliation to NKKKK and the Klavern will 
be known as National Klavern #1. T-l said the purpose 
of this special meeting was the presentation of the 
NKKKK Charter to this Klavern and for the election of 
new Klavern officers. The charter was presented and 
duly voted on. The vote carried and the charter was 
accepted. New officers were elected as follows:

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised ©n February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute, 
and the United Klans has the same aims and objectives as 
the parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT M. 
SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group 
in the South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 7, 1968, that the 
UKA is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to this position on September 3, 1967, at a National 
Klonvocation in Tuscaloosa, Alabama. Source stated that 
during April, 1966, the National Office was moved from 
Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the 
carport of SHELTON'S residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star 
Route, Northport, Alabama, which space he had converted 
into a room.

CV T-l onJ anuary 5 * 1968, furnished the initial 
issue of the "imperial Highthawk" newspaper published by the 
NKKKK at Stone Mountain*, Georgia. 

In an article appearing in the "Imperial Nighthawk" 
entitled*, "Klan News," information was published concerning 
Elan activities in various totes . throughout the United States. 
In this connection the article in part stated that they were 
congratulating EVAN LEWIS and JACK CRITES from the Northern 
Ohio area*, as well as other Klansmen from the Southern Ohio 
area*, for their splendid work in rebuilding the State of Ohio 
this past year. 

CV T-2 on January 24*, 19683 identified EVAN LEWIS 
as one of the leaders of the NKKKK movement in the Northern 
Ohio area when the NKKKK was active. 

CV T-2 on September 27* 196?* related that JACK 
CRITES * former Exalted Cyclops of the OKA* Akron* Ohio* Klavern* 
on September 24* 1967 * advised that he was in the process of 
organizing a local group ©f Klansmen to affiliate with the 
JAMES R. VENABLE Elan organization. He referred to VENABLE'S 
group as the "Invisible Empire*" Original Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan* although source believed that this organization 
is actually the NKKKK* inasmuch as JAMES R. VENABLE is the 
Imperial Wizard of the NKKKK. 

C¥ T-2 advised that CRITES indicated he had about ten 
Klansmen from the Akron* Ohio* Klavern of the UKA* who would 
join him. 

CV T-2 on January 24* 1968 * recapitulated a summary 
of information concerning possible activities of the NKKKK in 
the Akron* Ohio* area at the present time* which is set forth as 
follows? 

"During April* 1967 * JACK CRITES* then Exalted 
Cyclops of the Akron Klavern* United Klaus of America* 

Inc. (UKA)* dropped out of the UKA following numerous 
lengthy disputes with HOWARD C. LEWIS* Organizer of the 
UKA Akron Klavern. 
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"CRITES, by special invitation, held two 
meetings at his home of Akron Klavern UKA members he 
felt he could trust, about ten in number. He convinced 
these members to withdraw from the UKA and Join with 
him in becoming members of the ‘reactivated original 
Klan = to be known as the Invisible Empire, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. ' This group, CRITES told them, would 
be madeup of splinter Klan units from all over the - 
country, and would operate under the national leader- 
ship of JAMES TENABLE, Imperial Wizard of the NKKKK. 

At the two April meetings, GRITES informed his Ex-UKA 
members that he hoped to hold regular meetings, rallies, 
etc. in the near future. 

"By late September, 1967, it was learned from 
GRITES that he had been unable to schedule any rallies 
in the area, but that he had visited down South on Klan 
business and had talked to TENABLE. GRITES indicated 
he continued to have about ten followers locally, but 
that nothing was being accomplished. CRITES spoke in 
a very religious vein and indicated that one of the 
national leaders ©f the NKKKK was a Rev* G« LEWIS FOWLER, 
an ordained minister of St. Petersburg, Florida. GRITES, 
too, hoped to be ordained a minister. 

"It Is believed from GRITES' line of talk ttefe he 
is becoming so religious he probably will soon lose his 
Klan followers. They are just not the tape Individuals 
to put up with CRITES' religious ranting and raving for 
very long. 

"From recent contact with GRITES, it appears he 
has gone over-board on the religious kick. He sits in 
his home and plays tapes of recorded relig&us messages, 
reportedly made by one Rev. SWIFT of California, which 
are pro-segregation and anti-Semetic in nature. GRITES 
would like to travel to California to confer with Rev. 
SWIFT, whose records indicate he is convinced the Klan 
is the only group that can save the country from ultimate 
domination by the Communists. CRITES gives no indication 
there is a Klavern of the NKKKK currently active in the 
Akron, Ohio, area, although he promises the Klan's 
Influence will be felt In the next presidential election. 
CRITES talks of plans to hold a gigantic Klan rally, 
possibly at Soldier's Field In Chicago, Illinois, where 
150,000 persons could attend, but he knows of no way to 
organize such a rally.

voluntarily quit the HKKKK. These members were advised to do so 
by CRITES because he had determined that they were American 
Indians and Indians are not allowed in the Klan. All KXan 
material in their possession was returned t© the HKKKK unit one, 
Detroit, Michigan. The meetings were over at approximately 
11 s 30 Poi. , April 28, 1968, and the source feels that the Ohio 
members then returned to Ohio. 

On July 15^ 19685 ©V T-4 advised he had learned a 
former Chicago policeman named DONALD HEATH had recently moved 
to Akron where he will apparently be active in the HKKKK. HEATH 
is reportedly good friends with EVA! LEWIS and JACK CRITES, 
both of Akron, who are the only known members of the HKKKK in 
the area. 


On July 20, 1968, Mrs. ELAINE YORK, Stone Mountain 
Apartments, Stone Mountain, Georgia, telephonically advised the 
Atlanta office of the FBI that DOHALD HEATH had indicated that 
he had been transferred to Ohio in connection with his Klan 
association. YORK was uncertain of the above Information but 
wished t© bring it t© the attention of the Atlanta office of the 
FBI. 

GV T-5 c® July 22, 1968, was advised of the above 
information and he stated he would attempt to determine the 
validity of the information. 
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On July 23* 1968 s CV.T-5 advised that DONALD HEATH 
had obtained a Hertz W-Drive-It trailer and had left ©n the 
evening ©f July 21*, 19685 for' Akron s Ohio*, in order to meet 
with HKKKK leader E YM LEWIS at Akron. 

This source stated that JAMES VENABLE became disenchanted 
with HEATH around the time of Senator ROBERT REMEDY'S funeral 
when HEATH flagrantly wore his Klan robe while at REMEDY 5 s 'funeral 
which was being televised. Source stated that a complete rupture 
between VENAB LE and HEATH was brought about by a t elites© call to 
VENABLE from a member ©f the MERER unit' in . Detroit <, who advised 
VENAB LE that BEATS' had extracted $50 ELaa dues from over 300 
Klansmen 0 Source stated' thatlSMBLE confronted HEATH With this 
information and later banished HEATH from the NKKKK organization 
and stripped him of his title as the Grand Dragon for the Mid- 
Western states. 

Source said HEATH apparently periuMed DAVID J 0 
HARRIS 5 a Klan leader from the Milwaukee area who arrived at 
Atlanta with HEATH 9 t® leave with him*, HEATH*, enroute to 
Akron*, Ohio. Source ®Ld HEATH is married and has three 
children and his wife is pregnant. HARRIS is also married 
and has n3ae children. 

This source advised that VENABLE* upon learning of 
HEATH'S attempt to contact EVM LEWIS * telephonically contacted 
LEWIS in an effort to apprise LEWIS @f HEATH'S actions * specifical- 
ly as to HEATH'S attempts to use the Elan as a means of "lining 
his pockets" and also to advise LEWIS ©f HEATH'S violent attitude 
and propensity for getting into difficulty with law enforcement. 
According to this source,, VENABLE advised LEWIS to run HEATH 
off when he got to Akron. Source stated VENABLE was also irate 
when he learned that HEATH had absconded with some furniture 
VENABLE had given HEATH when HEATH arrived in tie Atlanta area. 
VENABLE initially intended to obtain a warrant for HEATH but 
later changed his mind and now feels that it is best to have no 
further association with HEATH In any fashion. 

On July 29 s 1968* CV T-5 advised that 17AM LEWIS of 
Akron recently contacted JAMES VENABLE and advised that DONALD 
HEATH and DAVID HARRIS recently arrived in Akron and were looking 
for employment. Source again stated that VENABLE has banished 
both HEATH and HARRIS from the NKKKK. 

On July 265 19685 ROBERT MO CLfSKY* Security Officer * 
Goodyear Tire and lubber Company 5 Akron* Ohio*, . advised that BOHALB 
HEATH had applied for a position as a security guard at Goodyear 
and had informed MC CL1SKY he was temporarily residing at 1038 
Fairbanks Place * Akron*, Ohio. 
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On August 5s 1968 s Mr. MC CHJSKI stated that BATTED 
JOHN HARRIS had applied for a position as a security guard at 
Good year and had furnished a tempoary address cf 74 Wls© 

Street, Akron* Ohio. 

MC CLBSKY advised that Goodyear has no intention of 
hiring either HEATH or HARRIS. He also said that both 
Individuals s on their applications for employments had listed 
JACK GRITES of Akron as a reference . 

On August 6* 1968s CV T-2 advised that both HARRIS 
and HEATH are in contact with JACK CRITES and 'with EVAN LEWIS* 
both NKKKK members in Akron. Source advised that HARRIS and HEATH 
are apparently assisting CREPES and LEWIS in reactivating 1KKKK 
activities in the Akron area. 

On August 23a 1968 5 Captain JOHN TM0B* Akron* Ohio 
Police Department * advised DONALD ROBERT HEATH and DAVID J. 

HARRIS* JR. had been arrested about 10 $30 p.m.-* August 22* 1968* 
near the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company plant* Akron. 

HARRIS* age 18* 74 Wise Avenue* Akron* was arrested 
in a 1962 Cadillac* Georgia license plates 2-A~16844* owned by 
HEATH. The car had in the back seat numerous short lengths of 
m®t&l pipe with no identifying markings. A search of the vehicle 
by officers developed a .22 caliber automatic* Echsa LR Model* 

Serial Number 63540* three boxes ©f .22 caliber ammunition* two 
full clips for the automatic* a five gallon can of gasoline* several 
rags and lengths of twine* plus a plate with b KKK" stamped thereon 
and fitted ©n two suction cups.

They said the former patrolman 
told them, 8 You woa^t know what is going to happen 
until itte too late. 8 

"Charged with' suspicion are former, police- 
man D01ALD R 0 HEATH, 31 , 103® Fairbanks pl», and 
MYID JOHN HARRIS , JR& 18, of Wise 'St# loth 
moved to Akron from Stone Mountain, @a«, about 
two months age, Akron police said. 

"Stone Mountain is the national headquarters 
of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, police 
said* 

"Police made the arrests after receiving a 
report of a suspicious ear near the Goodyear, plant 
fence on Seiberling st. Witnesses said the car, 
with HEATH and HARRIS in it, stopped and HEATH 
was picked 'up by a jeep ■.which had Goodyear mark- 
ings on it, 

"Police reports said MEATS and the jeep driver 
went into the plant area, and returned later wearing 
Goodyear coveralls. When police arrived,' HEATH and 
HARRIS were in the car but the jeep and driver had 
gone. 

"Police said they also found a pistol, 75 ■ 
rounds of ammunition, a lead-filled night stick, 
a five gallon can of gasoline, rags and strings. 

The auto had a Georgia license plate. 

"Police found an assortment of plumbing 
fixtures in the car. 

"Police also found Akron, Canton, Cleveland 
and Niles telephone books in the car, and a small 
8 KKK 8 sign which can be mounted on a car top with 
suction . cups o 
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“While they were questioning HEATH and 
HARRIS in their ear, police said IVAN W LEWIS 
of 1053 Kevin dr., Imperial Ambassador of the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klah Association 
of American., Inc., drove up and asked why the 
pair was being arrested. He then drove away. 

LEWIS tried to get the two freed on bond early 
today, but Municipal Judge J. P. RIDDLE decided 
to wait for further investigation before setting 
bond. 

“According to news items from Chicago last 
December, HEATH was a six-year veteran of the 
force when the investigation revealed he was 
apparently building ’an invisible empire’ of 
Klansmen on the Chicago force. 

“investigators named him as ringleader 
and apparent Grand Dragon of the Klan there, 
ligles, shotguns, grenades, knives and ammuni- 
tion were recovered from his Chicago apartment 
at the time. 

"HEATH and HARRIS entered no plea in 
Itemicipal Court appearances today. Their cases 
were continued to 9 a. m. Monday. Bond was set 
at $5,000 cash." 

On August 26, 1968, Captain TRATO advised' that HEATH 
and HARRIS had been found guilty of the suspicion charge that 
morning. HEATH was fined $50 plus costs and a 30 day suspended 
sentence. HARRIS was fined $50 plus costs, with $15 of the fine 
suspended, plus a 30 day suspended sentence. In. addition, the 
.22 caliber automatic was confiscated by police. 

CV T-3 on September 3, 1968, advised that a national 
rally of the NKKKK took place on August 31, 1968, at the foot 
of Stone Mountain, Georgia. The source reported approximately 
250 Klansmen in attendance and among those who spoke were Imperial 
Wizard JAMES VENABLE, EVA! LEWIS from Ohio and JACK CRXTES, the 
Imperial Kludd from Ohio, who urged Klansmen to use their votes 
t@ get crooked politicians out of office and if that did not work, 
then they should use bullets. 

CV T-3 further advised that on September 1, 1968, 45 
Klansmen met at the National Klan's Hall at Tucker, Georgia, for 
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a breakfast and series of talks by a number of state 
representatives . VENABLE spoke and made a plea for funds 
to publish the ’’Imperial Nighthawk, " a Klan periodical, 

EVAN LEWIS took the floor and asked Mr, VENABLE 
for a reaffirmation that the Klan would “stick by the 
constitution and continue to bar Negroes, Jews and Catholics 
from the Elan*” VENABLE confirmed that the constitution would be 
upheld. 

This same source advised that during the evening of 
September 1, 1968, there was a small meeting of several members 
of the NKKKK who had attended this two day sally . During the 
course of this small meeting, JACK ©BITES announced that there 
had been a shoot-out between some Klansmem and three cars full 
©f Negroes at Berea, Kentucky. EVAN LEWIS talked in favor ©f 
getting Klansmen who were still in the area and going to Berea 
to wipe at all of the Negroes in the town, LEWIS was not 
taken seriously by those at the meeting and the subject was 
dropped. 

JACK CRITES inquired of the Michigan Klansmen as to 
how many men they had that they could depend upon t© do a. job 
or g© out. and do some action. EVAN LEWIS asked one of the 
members of the Michigan unit, .“How much stuff do you have?” 

The member replied he had “one and one half cases of 80 per 
cent stuff, several caps, a quantity of fuses,' several pistols, 
a r lfr»X carbine and two Spit Fires.®* 

The source advised that CRITES stated he wanted the 
Detroit members to come t© Akron, Ohio, in the fall so he could 
show them tow to handle the “stuff", make grenades, and set off 
explosions by radio. 
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CV T-6 on September 13, 1968, furnished information 
concerning the National Rally of the NKKKK at Stonemountain, 
Georgia,, on August 31 - September 1, 1968. Source advised that 
a delegation of persons from Ohio was present at the rally, one 
of .whom he believed to be named LOUIS EVANS. Source stated that 
from conversations he had with the delegation from Ohio, he was 
under the impression that no large Klan group had been organized 
but that they were interested in any size group that could 
organize. He said that this delegation brought a large amount 
of literature with them which they distributed at the rally. 

Source advised that one of the items of literature sets forth 
information that appears to compare Masonry and the B'nai 
B'rith, and states that both organizations are one and the same 
and operated by the devil. 

CV T-7 on September 2, 1968, advised that on September 1 
1968, there was a meeting of several members of the NKKKK at the 
headquarters of the organization in Tucker, Georgia. Among 
those present was EVAN LEWIS from Ohio. He mentioned that DON 
HEATH, the former Chicago policeman, had been released from a 
criminal charge in Akron, Ohio. 

On September 16, 1968, CV T-5 advised that TOM O'BRIEN, 
Imperial, Kligrapp of the NKKKK, recently departed the Atlanta 
area where he resided on the property of JAMES VENABLE, and is 
presently residing in the Akron, Ohio, area. Source was unable 
to furnish the exact date of O'BRIEN'S departure from Atlanta. 
Source advised that O'BRIEN made several long-distance calls to 
Akron, Ohio, which he charged to VENABLE'S telephone bill. 

JOHN HALASKA, Special Assignment Squad, Milwaukee 
Police Department, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, advised on September 26, 
1968, that ROBERT LONG and DAVID JOHN HARRIS had departed 
Milwaukee to return to Akron, Ohio. 

LONG is an associate of HARRIS and has been involved 
with HARRIS in Klan activity in the past. IX)NG was described 
by Detective HALASKA as a ,? nut'’, who would do Just about 
anything HARRIS asked him to do. 
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Detective HALASKA said HARRIS allegedly departed 
Milwaukee on the evening of September 21, 1908, possibly 
driving his mother’s car, date and make unknown. LONG left 
the following night leaving his wife and children at home, 

1629 North Arlington Place, Milwaukee. Detective HALASKA 
advised- that his information indicates LONG intends to get a 
job in Akron and then to send for his family. 

CV T-8 on October 11, 1968, advised that within the 
past three months, DONALD HEATH and DAVID HARRIS, SR., of 
Wisconsin, both moved, from Stonemountain, Georgia, to Akron, 
Ohio_,_ These two are both reported to be ex-NKKKK officers who 
were banned from the NKKKK by JAMES VENABLE, Imperial Wizard, 
as trouble-makers . 

This source advised that HEATH is reportedly now 
working as a used car salesman at Market Motors, West Mogadore, 
Ohio, which business is owned by EVAN LEWIS. HARRIS, SR., is 
reportedly working as a truck driver for JACK CRITES in CRITES’ 
sand and gravel business. HEATH and HARRIS apparently came to 
the Akron area merely because CRITES told them he could find 
them jobs in Akron. Source advised CRITES apparently attempted 
to get. jobs for HEATH and HARRIS as security guards at the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Plant, but Goodyear would not hire them. 

This source advised that following the severe 
disturbances at Akron during mid-July, 1968, a group of concerned 
white citizens formed the Akron Committee for White Rights, which 
source characterized as a non-violent organization. According 
to this source, CRITES, LEWIS, HEATH and HARRIS have infiltrated 
this group, obviously seeing an opportunity to use this group 
as a base for recruiting new men into the NKKKK, thereby 
establishing a Klavern, collecting dues from everyone and 
becoming a "going business' 8 . 
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A source advised! that on May 22, 1960,, the National Grand 
Council of the Knights ef the Hu KLux Klan met. at Atlanta, Georgia,., 
to discuss consolidation of thd Kl%l°s unity of effort and 
activities to establish a National Fphd, and a National .Seegotary-,..-

mis source advised that at a consolidation, meeting 
at Atlanta , Georgia , September 2-5, 196© P at which the North Carolina 
and Texas Klans were not represented;, it was resolved and passed 
that their name be changed to National Hu Klux Rian. 

A second source advised in March , 1964 , that several 
meetings of 11 an groups wore held during the period I960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single leadership.

The following is a summary of information furnished 
on October 17, 1968, by Birmingham Confidential Informant T-l: 

National Klavern #1 of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK), held a regular weekly meeting at the 
Tarrant City, Alabama Klavern Hall at 7:30 p.m. on October 10, 
1968. A discussion was held at this meeting concerning plans 
for a NKKKK rally which will be called a "George Wallace Rally". 
Much of the meeting time was taken up in the construction of 
three signs to be used on the road to indicate turn points 
to the public for the "George Wallace Rally" to be held 
near Cullman, Alabama, on October 26, 1968. The rally will 
be held on a place called "The Ponderosa", which is located 
about 15 miles past Warrior, Alabama, between Warrior and 
Cullman, Alabama. This affair was originally planned for 
October 25, 1968, but the owner of the "Ponderosa", a Mr. 

(First Najne^ Unknown )^R83.d, assured Ralph Cr^ftivers, Exalted 
Cyclops of National Klavern #1 that a larger crowd could be 
expected on a Saturday night rather than on a Friday night. 

The plans at this time are to charge an admission fee of 
$5.00 per person. "The Ponderosa" is an establishment which 
features a cafe, a barn which is about 100 feet long, and 
about 18 acres in meadow land. Horse shows are the main 
events featured at this place. The above-mentioned owner 
of this property is a supporter of former Governor George 
Wallace for President. 

This rally on the night of October 26, 1968, will 
not be held in the name of the NKKKK but rather in the name

of "The Committee For Law and Order", Rober^pforgan 
Chairman, Robert Morgan being identical with the late 
W. R^^Morgan, a member of the NKKKK who lived in Tarrant 
City , a A la ba ma . "The Committee For Law and Order" is not a 
pe r ma ne nt^front and will be dropped as soon as the rally is 
concluded. Plans are being made for Klan literature to be 
circulated among the spectators. The public will be led to 
believe that the Klansmen putting out this literature are 
present as spectators and had nothing to do with putting on 
the rally. 

A characterization of the NKKKK is set forth in 
the appendix of this letterhead memorandum.

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fuhd, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. 

The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federation 
of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan; 

North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order." 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-foreign born. 

A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R. 
Venable, Imperial Wizard.

Most of the regular weekly meeting of National 
Klavern #1, National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, was taken 
up with final plans for the Wallace Rally at the Ponderosa 

/Ranch on October 26. Speakers were to be JIM'^LEN > Tom 

•^rake., and Tonh^vil, all active in AJLabama politics. 

Ear nes 1 kner , a member of klavern #1 , was to serve as 
Master of Ceremonies. The owner of the Ponderosa, a certain 
JimMeid, took out a full page advertisement in a Huntsville, 
Alabama newspaper: also a paper known as the "Alabama Democrat" 
was to run an advertisement pertaining to the^event. 

Television hillbilly singer Country Boy Eddfb^urns was 
retained to sing at the' event. Also Klansman D&hald 
Fortenberry is a musician and he and his band were scheduled 
to appear. This is about the largest event that has been 
attempted by the Klan in recent times and the affair is not 
advertised under the name of the Klan but under the name of 
the "Committee For Law and Order". Three thousand circulars 
advertising the event were printed. These circulars were 
printed by Davis Printing Company and cost Klavern #1 the 
sum of $28.00. The rest of the expenses are to be paid if 
enough money is forthcoming from the five dollar gate charge. 
Country Boy Eddie Burns is charging $300.00. The full page 
advertisement taken out by Reid costs in excess of $200.00. 
Nothing has been paid except for the circulars. 

After the meeting the circulars were delivered 
in Tarrhnt. The remainder of the circulars are to be 
distributed in Birmingham, warrior, Cullman, and other towns 
near Birmingham.

NEAR CULLMAN, ALABAMA 
OCTOBER 26, 1968 


The following information was received from 
T-l on October 29, 1968: 

There were nine members of National Klavern #1, 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK), present at 
the Ponderosa Ranch on October 26, 1968. This rally was 
held under the cover name of the "Committee for Law and 
Order." Notable speakers were present such as Jim Allen, 
candidate for U. S. Senate from Alabama. Publicity was 
given out by newspaper, circular, television, and word of 
mouth. The cause publicity wise was excellent, the location 
was good. The affair was a dismal failure. It was a case 
of a successful operation and a dead patient. Although 
about fifty persons were present, only $35.00 was collected 
at the gate. Jim Allen and other speakers were present 
but on account of the slim attendance some left without 
speaking. Country Boy Eddie did not even bother to unpack 
his musical instruments. Only Don Fortenberry and his band 
played. The owner of the Ponderosa had bought about $500.00 
worth of food to sell. Reid had stated to several of the 
Klansmen that he was getting a road to the Ponderosa paved 
in connection with the affair although he did not explain 
how except he hinted it would be through "politics". Reid 
did not seem unduly concerned over the failure of the event. 

The affair was over by about nine o'clock and 
featured nothing other than an inside square dance. Some of 
the Klansmen were of the opinion that the five dollar charge 
kept the public away from the affair but no certain 
conclusion is evident as yet.

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Synopsis, CIT-1 advised as follows: PARKIE SCOTT and 7 Klan 

associates met on SCOTT’s farm at Oregonia, Ohio, 
4/9/68 and burned a small cross. Nothing of impor- 
tance took place during this meeting. SCOTT arrested 
4/19/68 and placed in custody Warren County Jail, 
Lebanon, Ohio to begin serving 30 day sentence in 
connection with his previous conviction during 12/66; 
SCOTT also fined $50.00; on 5/22/68 SCOTT released 
after his wife paid fine in full; however, as result 
of his arrest he was fired from his job at Chrysler 
Airtemp, Dayton, Ohio. All charges dismissed 6/26/68 
against the 5 Klansmen arrested during 8/67 by Lincoln 
Heights, Ohio PD. SCOTT reportedly received at least 
$600 in donations from sympathetic individuals to 
assist him financially in connection with costs of 
SCOTT’s court action and subsequent incarceration. ! . 
JAMES VENABLE reportedly promised SCOTT a position 
with the Klan in Atlanta, Georgia if he would move 
from, Ohio to Atlanta. SCOTT's decision regarding ; 
this offer is unknown. Four meetings held at Loveland 
Park Association, Loveland, Ohio between 4/7/68 and 
10/13/68; these meetings held mainly for purpose of 
socializing and discussing schemes to raisfeiffunds . 

Six to eight individuals were in attendance' at each 
meeting.. Current evaluation of NKKKK status in 
Southern Ohio as follows: 12 to 18 hard-core members; 
financial situation is bleak; leadership is inadequate 
with organizational ability; cooperation among members 
and future potential rated poor. 
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Characterizations of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc., the National Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of Ohio, Inc., and the United Klans of America, Inc., 
are contained in the appendix of this report. 

A. GENERAL ACTIVITIES, FINANCES AND MISCELLANEOUS INFORMATION 

MEMBER OF SUBJECT ORGANIZATION 

PARKIETtlSCOTT and seven Klan-associ-ates met- on 
SCOTT's farm at Oregonia, O hio , about 9:30 PM, April 9, 1968. 

At approximately 11:30 PM, a small cross was burned on SCOTT’s 
farm property and as far as activities were concerned, the 
group mainly socialized while drinking and eating. Nothing 
of real importance took place, except SCOTT continued to dis- 
cuss |»is serious financial problems in connection with his recent 
court action concerning his arrest which took place during 
December, 1966. 


(Cl T-l , April 10, 1968) 

PARKIE SCOTT was arrested at his place of employment, 
Chrysler Air temp Corporation, Dayton, Ohio, during the evening 
of April 19, 1968 and placed in custody in the Warren County 
Jail, Lebanon, Ohio, to begin serving his 30 day sentence as a 
result of a recent conviction. In addition, SCOTT whs ordered 
to pay a fine of $500 resulting from this same convection. 


(Cl T-l, April 22, 1968) 

On Sunday, April 7, 1968, seven individuals met for 
a dinner at the Loveland Park Association, Loveland; Ohio, 
which dinner was held as a fund raising venture led by WALTER 
'f’HUFF, to assist in financing the operation of this park 

association,. member of subject organization 

-This dinner involved nothing more than a social 
gathering and very little money was collected. 


PARKIE SCOTT's recent conviction in Warren County, Ohio 
Court has severely hurt him financially and it aa2 $g der stood 
that he and his wife are not working at the present time. SCOTT 
continues to "cry the blues" and complain that his connection 
with Klan activities has cost him thousands of dollars. The

situation continues pretty much the same, that is, the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK) in Southern 
Ohio is not organized and every man appears. to be caring 
about only himself.

On May 21, 1968, PARKIE SCOTT’s wife, DOROTHY, 
secured his release from the Warren County, Ohio, Jail as 
a result of paying his fine in full. There is a good 
possibility that SCOTT will be fired from his job at Chrysler 
Airtemp Corporation, Dayton, Ohio, as a result of his conviction 
and connection with Klan activities. 

(Cl T-l , May 24, 1968). 

PARKIE SCOTT has been permanently fired from his 
job with the Chrysler Airtemp Corporation as a result of his 
recent arrest and incarceration due to Klan activities. 

(Cl T-l, May 31, 1968). 

The five Klansmen who were arrested during December, 
1967 by the Lincoln Heights, Ohio, Police Department, charged 
with Posting Bills without a permit, finally appeared before 
Judge WILLIAM MATTHEWS, Hamilton County Municipal Court, on 
June 26, 1968. 

At this time, authorities from the Lincoln Heights 
Police Department requested another continuance which was 
denied by Judge MATTHEWS. Judge MATTHEWS then immediately 
dismissed charges against five Klansmen, pointi 1 ^ out the 
Lincoln Heights authorities had ho valid case.

PARKIE SCOTT and LINaBMITH have been in rather close 
association lately and from aJfl indications, SCOTT is using 
SMITH to "front" for him as the leader of the NKKKK in Southern 
Ohio . 


More than one Klansman has remarked that if SMITH 
is actually the Grand Dragon of Ohio, he whould activate an 
executive board so that further aims and objectives and 
policies could be set up to operate the Klan in Ohio. 
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As the situation remains at present, there is no evidence 
to verify that SMITH is actually the Grand Dragon of Ohio. 

( Cl T-l , July 10-11, 1968) 

It was reported that PARKIE SCOTT has received at 
least $^00 in donations from unknown individuals to assist 
him in financing court fees and appeals in connection with 
his recent conviction. Specifically, on June 8, 1968, SCOTT 
traveled to Post Office box 175, Oregonia, Ohio and collected 
$79 in donations that date. 

SCOTT and LIN SMITH are close friends and there is 
good reason to believe that SCOTT is using SMITH to "front” 
for him, thus allowing SCOTT to stay in the background and still 
run things. 


(Cl T-l, June 17, 1968). 

WALTER HUFF continues to hold summer meetings at 
the Loveland Park Association, Loveland, Ohio, about once a 
month. HUFF's group is definitely operating independently 
and there is no doubt that HUFF became involved with the Klan 
only to "line his own pockets". 

(Cl T-l, July 22, 1968) . ME MBER OF pp^^RGANIZATION 

PARKIE SCOTT was in contact with JA^WVENABLE, 
Imperial Wizard, NKKKK, in the vicinity of Atlanta, Georgia, 
on July 18, 1968. At that time, VENABLE promised SCOTT a 
job if he would move from Ohio to the Atlanta, Georgia, area. 
SCOTT's decision in regard to this is not known at this time. 

(Cl T-l, July 25, 1968). 

WALTER HUFF has held four meetings at the Loveland 
Park Association from April 7, 1968 to October 13, 1968, 
with six to seven individuals being present on each occasion;/! 
These meetings involved eating, drinking,, discussions and 
schemes to raise funds to perpetuate the park association. 

PARKIE SCOTT is now employed as a bartender at the 
Handle-Bar, a beer joint and restaurant located on the corner 
of Patterson and Woodmont Avenues, Dayton, Ohio. 

(Cl T4, November 1, 1968). 
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A current evaluation of the NKKKK in Southern 
Ohio had indicated there are approximately 12 to 18 hard- 
core members. The Klan's financial situation is considered 
to be bleak. Leadership is inadequate; organizational 
ability and cooperation among members is rated as poor and 
the Klan's future potential in Southern Ohio is also con- 
sidered poor. / 

Recruiting bwjfcfie United Klans of America (UKA), 
which is led by ROBERT^SHELTON with headquarters at .. 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, ^s hurting the NKKKK's future potential 
in Ohio and there is no question that he and the members of 
the NKKKK have changed their affiliation to the UKA, Inc.

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NATIONAL KNIGHTS OP THE KU KLUX KLAN 
OF OHIO, INC. CNKKKK) 

On October 8, 1964, Karen Crabtree, Clerk, Secretary 
of State's Office, Columbus, State of Ohio, advised public 
records from this office indicate a charter was granted the 
NKKKK of Ohio on October 5, 1964, by the State of Ohio, The 
charter was filed under Certificate Number 10194, and the 
Corporation Number is 334111, 

The purpose of the corporation is to operate as a 
realm organization within the State of Ohio and in accordance 
with the Constitution and laws of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc,, Atlanta, Georgia, Second, to promote 
patriotism toward the civil government, honorable peace among 
men and nations, love among ourselves, liberty, justice and 
patriotic association for the mutual benefit of all mankind. 

The incorporation papers were signed by Flynn R, ■ 
Harvey, Grand Dragon, Flynn R, Harvey, 418 Josephine Drive, 
Columbus, Ohio; i Jill iam K, Smith, 3482 Maple Grove Drive, 

Grove City, Ohio^ and Bobby J, Stephens, 2973 Reaver Avenue, 

Grove City, Ohio, are the corporation trustees. 

On October 23, 1964, Frederick W, Lenty, Corporation 
Counsel, State House, Secretary of State's Office, State of 
Ohio, advised that the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
Ohio, Inc,'s charter granted October 5, 1964, was revoked 
October 22, 1964, for the official reason that the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan organization was on the U. S. 

Attorney General's subversive list. Mr, Lenty said the actual 
purpose for revocation of the charter was not because the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is on the U. S. Attorney 
General's subversive list but because it was felt the existence 
of a state granted charter would encourage the Klan to make the 
claim it was "state sanctioned" and therefore entirely legitimate. 

In actuality, the Ku Klux Klan and not the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan has been designated by the U. S„ 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

On May 22, 1968, a source of the Cincinnati FBI Office 
advised Parkie Scott continues to be organizer and recruiter for 
above Klan organization in Southern Ohio.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 

Georgia show that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21,1961, at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27 , 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split iii tJ.S. 

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According 
to the source, the split resulted from a leadership 
dispute and United Klans has the same aims and objectives 
as the parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South with unites in several southern states. 

On August 14,1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in. 
the future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The second source said the name was changed 
by a resolution adopted at the National Klanvocation held 
July 8,1961, at Indian Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns of 
the U.S, Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

According to informant this member remarked that he 
had bought this gun for $150.00 and that with a little work 
on the sear pin, it can be made to fire fully automatic. 

yy^DE T-2 advised on May 27, 1968, that on May 18, 1968, 
, 3404 15th Street , Wyandotte, Michigan, a member 
^of^^ftfe NKKKK in Michigan, stated he possesses a Spitfire 
Semi-Automatic Rifle manufactured by the Spitfire Manufacturing 
Company, Phoaix, Arizona. Informant advised that this is a 
.45 caliber weapon, bearing Serial Number 3430, and that HALL 
also possesses two 30 round magazines for this weapon. 
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DE T-2 further advised that another NKKKK raeber,

Michigan, also owns the same type weapon, but has filed 
the sear down thus converting this weapon to a full 
automatic. The source advised that these weapons were 
purchased from TONY (last name unknown) who Ms since 
obtained a Federal Firearms License and probably would not 
sell any more of these weapons without a purchasing permit. 

DE T-2 on July 23, 1968, advised that on July 21, 
1968, at a meeting of the Michigan Realm, NKKKK, held at 
3404 15th Street', Wyandotte,, Michigan, BILL HALL displayed 
a Spitfire Semi-Automatic Rifle, .45 caliber, which he 
boasted that he had already converted to fully automatic. 

HILL also displayed an M-l carbine with 15 round clips of 
hollow paint ammunition. 

HALL, at this meeting, stated that he knows a gun 
dealer in Prestonburg, Kentucky, that has told him, HILL, 
that he did not care how many Federal laws were passed, he 
was still going to send guns to whom he pleased. 

DE T-2 on September 3, 1968, advised that on 
September 1, 1968, during the national rally of the NKKKK held 
at Stonemountain, Georgia, a discussion was held between 
various Klan members from the various states represented. 
Informant states that BILL HALL of the Michigan Realm indicated 
that he was in possession of "l| cases of 80 per cent stuff 
(dynamite), as well as several caps, fuses, two Spitfire 
rifles, as well as an M-l *30 caliber carbine, and pistols. 

JACK CRITES, Imperial Klud from Ohio, told the 
group he wanted Detroit members to come to Akron, Ohio, in 
the future so he could show them how to handle the stuff 
and make grenades and how they could set off explosives by 
radio. 

II. MICHIGAN REALM, NKKKK 
A. Klavern Location 

DE T-l on November 15, 1968, and DE T-2 on 
November 21, 1968, both advised that the Michigan Realm of 
the NKKKK at the present time has only one unit in the Michigan 
area and that this unit meets twice monftly at Watkins Coffee 
Shop, 19100 Joy Road, Detroit, Michigan. 
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Informant further advised th& this Michigan unit 
of the NKKKK at the present time has 11 to 12 members in 
good standing and several members who are delinquent in the 
payment of their dues,

DE T-l on November 15, 1968, and DE T-2 on 
November 21, 1968, both advised that the Michigan Realm, 
NKKKK, primary concern at the present time is with the 
circulation of Klan literature in an effort to enlarge 
its membership through the recruiting of qualified members.

Informants state that the leadership of the Michigan 
Realm has told the membership to avoid any Sana of violence 
and the members are told to obey the laws and promote their 
objectives through peaceful means. 

Informants further advised that they know of no 
illegal acts sponsored by the Klan and known of no incidents 
of cross hurting or acts of intimidation by rasa hers or leaders 
of the Klan. Informants state the only illegal act that 
comes to their attention is the fact that BILL HALL converted 
a Spitfire rifle, ,45 caliber automatic, into a full automatic, 
which is a violation of the National Firearms Act. 

I?. Meetings - - - 

BE T~1 and DE T-2 between March 10, 1968, and 
October 18, 1968, advised tha t the Michigan Realm of the 
NKKKK held at least 19 Klan affairs between the dates 
March 10, 1968 and October 13, 1968. 

It is to be noted that the above-mentioned Klan 
meetings for the most part were all closed, secret meetings, 
ppen only to Klan members in good standing. 

E. Public Rallies and Demonstrations 

DE T-l on November 15, 1968, and DE T-2 on 
November 21, 1968, both advised to date that the Michigan 
Realm, NKKKK, has held no public rallies or demonstrations. 

III, FINANCES 

DE T-l on April 29, 1968, seised that on April 27, 
1968, the Michigan Realm, NKKKK, has initiation fees which 
are $25.00, $5.00 for the local, $5.00 for the state, and 
$15.00 to the national organization. 

According to informant, the dues are $50.00 per 
year, payable quarterly, and identified as follows:

(3) That initiation dues for all Klansmen, if accepted, are $15,00;

One -half of this is to be sent to the National 
Headquarters; one -half kept by the local Klaverns; Reinstatement of 
Klansmen is $7.50. The reason half of this money must be used by 
the National Headquarters is that we need lots of printed matter 
for the Klaverns as well as for the alien world which v/ill run 
approximately $5,000 to $6,000.

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S, Klans, 

Knights of ..the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and the United 
Klans has the same asms and objectives as the parent group. 

These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Vizard, and is the dominant 
klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1963, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., would-be known in the future as United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The 
second source said the name was changed by a resolution adopted 
at the National Klonvocation held July 8, 1961, at Indian 
Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the klaverns of the 
U. S. Klan, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United

Reference is made to Chicago memorandum dated

A characterization of NKKKK is attached hereto. 

On January 27, 1969, CU T-l, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that the Chicago 
branch of ‘the NKKKK is defunct and has been defunct since 
mid-March, 1968, when Donald R.-^Beath, forme r Grand Dragon 
of the Illinois NKKKK, vacated NKKKK Headquarters” at 1149 
West Addison Street, Chicago, Illinois . 

CO T-l furtner advised on January 27, 1969, 
that the Chicago branch of the NKKKK does not now have 
any members, money, or status, nor has it had any since 
April, 1968, when Heath left Chicago and moved to Atlanta, 
oeorgia. 

CO T-2, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on January 27, 1969, that there are 
no known members of the NKKKK at Chic^p or in the Chicago 
area at this time. 

Co T-3, with whom insufficient contact has been 
had to determine reliability, but who is in a position to 
be acquainted with NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois, advised on 
May 18, 1968, that all NKKKK activities at Chicago, which 
occurred in early 1968, were directed by Donald K. Heath. 

Co T-3 stated on May 18, 1968, that when Heath 
left Chicago in April, 1968, all individuals formerly 
associated with the NKKKK disaffiliated themselves from 
the NKKKK.

; CG T-3 also advised on May 18, 1968, that Heath, 
a former Chicago police Officer, and other Chicago police 
officers, who were fired from the Chicago Police Department 
in 1968, represented the total membership of the NKKKK at 
Chicago, Illinois. 

CG T-3 estimated the total membership of the NKKKK 
at Chicago in early 1968, was approximately 8 to 10 members. 

CG T-3 also advised on May 18, 1968, that exten- 
sive adverse publicity in Chicago's news media in early 1968 
concerning the NKKKK was possibly responsible for complete 
demise of the NKKKK in Chicago. 

CG T-4, with whom insufficient contact has been 
had to determine reliability, but who was formerly associated 
with the NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois, advised on January 17, 

1969, that no recruiting for the NKKKK has been conducted 
in the Chicago area since Heath’s departure from Chicago 
in April, 1968. 

CG T-l, CG T-2, and CG T-4 all advised on January 27, 
1969, that there are no known members of the NKKKK at Chi- 
cago, Illinois, at this time. 

On June 29, 1968, CG T-l. advised R. IK^Carlock, 

4639 West Race Street, Chicago, Illinois^, appeared on a 
television discussion program at Muskegon, Michigan . on 
June 21 and Jun§ 22, 1968. Carlock was introduced on tele- 
vision as the leader of the NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois. 

CG T-l stated on June 29, 1968, that Carlock 
indicated to him that he had told the television producer 
at Muskegon, Michigan, that he was the leader of the NKKKK 
at Chicago, knowing it was not true but in an effort to 
gain stature for himself. 

CG T-l further advised on June 29, 1968, that 
Carlock had filled out an NKKKK application in December, 

1967, at the request of Donald R. Heath. CG T-l stated 

that other than the initial meeting with Heath, Carlock 

has not had any association with the NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois, 

or elsewhere.

CG T~5, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on June 27, 1968, that he is acquainted 
with the NKKKIC activities in the Muskegon, Michigan, area 
and Carlock is unknown to him.

1968, and on January 27, 1969, that Carlock is not associated 
with any NKKKK activities in Chicago or elsewhere. All ad- 
vised of belief that Carlock* s mental capacities are such 
that he would possibly have a membership in the NKICKK at 
Chicago, if there was any NKKKK activities or organizations 
in the Chicago area. 

CG T-6, with whom. insufficient contact has been 
had to determine reliability, but who is an acquaintance 
of Heath and other former Chicago police officers, who were 
members of the NICKKK at Chicago in early 1968, advised on 
October 30, 1968, that there are no officers or members in 
the NKKKK at Chicago. CG T-6 stated the NKKKK ceased to 
function in Chicago in March or April, 1968, when Heath 
departed the Chicago area. 

CG T-l, CG T-2, and CG T-4, all advised on January 27, 

1969, that there have been no meetings, gatherings, or dem- 
onstrations in the Chicago area since Heath’s departure in 
early 1968. All sources further advised that neither Heath 
nor any other members of the Chicago branch of the NKKKK had 
ever held any gatherings or meetings in the Chicago, Illinois, 
area at any time.

In December, 1967, a source advised that DONALD R. 
HEATH, 2055 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, was 
Illinois Grand Dragon for NKKKK. This source stated HEATH 
had indicated he was attempting to organize a NKKKK branch at 
Chicago, which would subscribe to the purposes and objectives 
of the national organization of the NKKKK. 

In early January, 1968, a second source advised 
DONALD R. HEATH, Illinois Grand Dragon, NKKK£,and WILLIAM 
HARVEY PLOGGER, 2340 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, were 
NKKKKleaders at Chicago. 

The second source also stated in early January, 1968, 
that HEATH and PLOGGER, Chicago police officers, along with six 
other Chicago police officers, were suspended by the Chicago 
Police Department on December 28, 1967, because of their 
association with NKKKK activities in Chicago. 

The first source advised in April, 1968, that HEATH 
had moved from Chicago and all activity of the NKKKK at Chicago 
had ceased with his departure , 

The second source and a third source advised in May, 
1968, that NKKKK activities at Chicago were non-existent. 

These sources both indicated HEATH'S attempt to recruit members 
into the NKKKK at Chicago prior to his departure from the city 
was futile. 

On May 26, 1968, the above three sources and a fourth 
source advised NKKKK does not have an organization at Chicago, 
Illinois, or anywhere in Illinois. All sources indicated 
belief attempts would again be made to organize a NKKKK branch 
at Chicago in the future .

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discusfe consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. 

The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federation 
of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 

Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 

North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order." 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-foreign born. 

A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R. 
Venable, Imperial Wizard.

masthead as being edited by TOM 0*BRIE N and as being 
owned, published, and operated by the NKKKK at 
Box 111, Stone Mountain. This issue contained, among 
shorter anti-Communist, anti-Negro, anti-integration , 
and anti-administration articles: 


1. A lengthy anti-Semitic editorial entitled, 
"Jews Planned Destruction of Germany in 1933 ; Jew; 

Cash Corrupts Our Leaders, Jew Presa Corrupts Our Minds". 


2. An anti-Semitic reprint from "St. Mlpheal’s 
News", Zarephath , JLew^Jersey, Rev .^BL^IAN^ALS^ 
editor and publisher — entitled "Jews Take Over Catholic 
Church". 

3. A four-page anti-Semitic reprint from the

Ocala, Florid a f same entitled "The Germans". This 
article esteiS ADOLPH HITLER, and names "the Jew"

New Smyrna, Beach, Florida, The article concerns 
"Proposed Legislation To Pass Unconstitutional Firearm 
Laws", specifically pointing to bills "number 51592 
and HR 6783 (the Dedd^Hurphy. bills)", and alleges that 
never in the history of the United States of America 
has it been so important for the citizens to uphold 
the second article of the Bill of. Rights, which states 

"a well-regulated militia being necessary to the security 
of a free state, the right of the people to keep and 
bear arms shall not be infringed." 

This article sets forth the alleged pro- 
visleftsnof said proposed legislation, contends that 
this legislation , if passed , would begin a program of 
gradual restricting private ownership of firearms, 
leading to the confiscation of all. private arms, 
thereafter leaving citizens unarmed and unable "to 
protect himself, his family and .home, against any 
personal danger, either from a criminal, invading 
enemy soldier , or an agent of a political conspiracy . 

3. An article written by JAMES R, VENABLE 
which sets forth a history of the klan, then ends as 
follows : 

"The world, and patlculArly the people of the 
United States of this generation, doasnot understand the 
purpose of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, whyt it 
was created in 1865 and re-born In 1915. Because its 
enemy , the Roman Catholic, the Jew, the Negro, certain 
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Protestant ministers , and most of our news media, have 
preached that the Klan IS a *hate organisation,* a 
'violent organization* which is not time* A true 
Klansman is a Christian human being wEo took an oath 
to uphold the laws of the land And to protect our 
Constitution and the flag from disgrace; and to always 
uphold and advocate to the world that and to always uphold 
and advocate to the world that the white race is supreme over a 
ail races. ....... 

"The desire and purpose of Colonel William Joseph 
Simmons was to create educational and religious institutions 
throughout this great nation, and to inculcate in our young 
generation these great principles of always protecting 
America and its people from the world common enepy^the 
Jews, the Atheists, the Communists, and the Socialists^, — 
and that the white man would ever rule this great nation. 

His great efforts and the movement started by him in the 
re-birth of the Klan was hampered, by., the. enemy within 
his organization, and in the .near future. we will, set out 
its reasons and its purposes, and how 1 b was betrayed from 
within and why he was persecuted and how the Klan was 
stolen by the enemy." 

4. An article written by JAMES B. SEHABLE 
entitled "Ku Klux Klans, Its Problems, Its Programs, 

Its Purposes", which points out that the "white American 
people" are-now atwar in which, the sole issueeto be 
decided is whether or not the purity ofr-the white 
Caucasian race will continue to. exist.. It stated that 
assaults upon the white Christians are financed and led 
by "brown-race Asiatic Communist Jews whose sole loyalty 
is to World Jewism and to Israel ; " that the klan has 
already Saved America from "a Mulatto citizenship" 
once, and stands ready to do it again; and points out 
why race-mixing cannot be accepted by "white Christians". 
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This article professed that the klan does not 
hate, that the klan is not anti -Catholic, is not anti- 
Negro, and is not anti-foreign,- but is pro-American. 

The "klan demands" as set forth in this 
article are as follows: 

"The Klan will never chase its resistance until 
every Unconstitutional Act passed by every Legislative 
body has been repealed and repudiated. 

"The Klan welcomes to our land as it always has 
done those splendid members of the Nordic Anglo-Saxon, 
the Teutonic, the Gallic races,, all classed as Vhite 
Caucasian. But The Great Melting Pot of our citizenry 
was never meant to be a Garbage Can from the scum of 
Central Europe and Asia which numbers the bulk of the 
Slavics and the Anti-Christians. The Klan demands the 
expulsion of more than 8 millions of. these latter peoples 
who are here illegally, with , fulT reinstatement and en- 
forcement of our ancient Immigration Laws.

"The Klan demands immediate repeal of the National 
BankihgtAct called the Federal Reserve, and the return 
of bur money into the- hands of - the^U. S. Government 
instead of those of private banker, usuwers by whom we 
are now swindled of over ,12 Billions annually in interest 
on the -National debt. “ 

"The Klan demands the Congress exercise its full 
powers under the Constitution in removing all Appellate 
Jurisdiction of the Supreme Court in all matters pertain- 
ing to Education and Religion, leaving those issues to 
the Supreme Courts of “the States. 

"The Klan demands complete repeal of all Foreign 
Aid that are not bona fide security loans at interest to 
any foreign power and complete withdrawal from the body 
of the United Nations, with its removal from United States 
territory." 
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"The Klan demands complete repeal of all Civil 
Bights enactments as Unconstitutional and Communistic, 
having no place in a free society of free meat with 
freedom of choice in their associations in alT things. 

"The Klan demands the .immediate repeal of the 
Communications Act of 1934 and the removal of these 
limited breadcasting frequencies of nature which belong 
to all people ,being gifts of God like the sunshine, 
from the hands of any one religious group, in particular 
any group classified as non-Christian . 

"The Ku Klux Klan is determined to become once 
again the dominant political force in our glorious 
country. 


"Above all things, the Klan pledges to its every 
member an unswerving program of Americanism, solely 
under the Constitution, with public condemnation of any 
public official who will dare to propose any act not 
in strict conformity to that previous document and the 
Flag of our Country which solely represents it. 

"Finally, the Klan will demand Stricter laws 
for the removal of any holder of an office of public 
trust of law enforcement who dares to deviate from the 
role of public servant and usurps the role p f public 
master. We, the people, are the sole masters of this 
America and its Government, 

"Theddeath knell of the Police State, the Welfare 
State, Communist State, the Alien State has struck -in 
this Constitutional Republic^ We, the Protestant Christian 
citizens, will never harm nor oppress any Minority Groups 
in the free exercise of their beliefs. But we warn them 
never to try again to force us to conform to those beliefs, 
through a treasonous Juciciary if they are alien or 
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unconstitutional.

The newsletter contained a copy of the letter 
from TOM O'BBIEN, editor of "The Imperial Nighthawk", 
which letter reads as follows : 
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"Being editor of the Imperial Nighthawk has 
been an experience 1 will long remember. A combination 
of problems has made it impossible to continue. I have 
found Dr. Edward R. Fields a fearless crusader who is 
not afraid to print the truth in the Thunderbolt regard- 
less of the powerful forces which seek to suppress all 
such journals. Tfiecorganization it supports has many 
sterling leaders „and is active from coast to coast. 

After much meditation, X came to the conclusion that 
I could best serve our cause by merging the Imperial 
Nighthawk with the Thunderbolt. I feel confident that 
this will continue our participation in the fight to 
savd America from Godless Communism. I wholeheartedly 
endorse the wonderful work of the Thunderbolt and I 
pledge to keep working to strengthen and unite our 
cause.- Giving our fullest possible support to the 
Thunderbolt is the most effective way I know of to 
accomplis hing our common goals for Christ and nation." 

On January 25, 1969, JAMES R. VENABLE, 
directed a letter to Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS protesting 
the alleged merger of the two above mentioned publi- 
cations. VENABLE advised FIELDS that TOM O'BRIEN had 
no authority to authorize the merger and requested 
FIELDS correct the impression that the two papers * 
had merged with the approval of- VENABLE. 

TOM O'BRIEN had furnished the list of 
subscribers to "The Imperial Nighthawk" to Dr. FIELDS 
"a few months ago” and had given his approval for the 
mailing of "The Thunderbolt" to said subscribers. 
VENABLE, in his le tter to FIEIDS, admitted the similar 
aims of the NKKXK and the NSRP, but said he felt they 
could not work together, and indicated that he, VENABLE, 
does not desire to be identified with any facet of the 
NSRP.

C. ACTIVITIES OF ELAVBBNS- . 

Klavern meetings are generally, nothing more 
than "bull sessions'* according to AT T-10 and AT T-ll , 
and the klansmen have not become involved in any out- 
side activity. On several occasions, during recent 
months, klansmen have reported hearing noises outside 
the klavern building during meetings, and of seeing 
movement in the adjacent area during, the early morning 
hours of darkness and have., fired random shots . On 
one. occasion, it was skid that there was return fire, 
according to these sources. 

At a klavern meeting held on January 19, 1969, 
those in attendance discussed the possibility of a race 
war and decided to obtain a detailed map of that area 
so they can study the roads to become familiar with them 
in order that they will not get "hemmed in” if a war 
does start. ^

D. MISCELLANEOUS 

As of December, 1968, the Barnes ville 
Klavern had about twelve members. The unit has no bank 
account and, as of December 22, 1968, had approximately 
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$24 in its treasury. 

(AT T-10, 1/22/69) 
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On January 13, 1969, Birmingham Confidential 
Informant T-l advised there is only one Klavern of the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan operating in 
Alabama and that is National Klavern #1, Tarrant City, 
Alabama. T-l advised that there are less than 10 active 
members of this Klavern. T-l said this Klavern has been 
meeting weekly since April, 1968, when it was formed out 
of the membership of Confederate Klavern #14, United 
Klans of America. T-l said that since April, 1968, National 
Klavern #1 has held two or three public rallies which 
have been poorly attended and ineffective. 
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A characterization of the United Klans of 
America, Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux Elan (UKA) , 
is attached as an appendix to this report .

•In mid-December, 1967, CG T-1 advised 
DONALD R. HEATH, 20^3 North Lawndale .-Avenue, 

Chicago, Illinois, identified himself as the Grand 
Dragon of the Illinois NKKKK. HEATH stated he 
was attempting to recruit members for NKKKK at 
Chicago. 

B. Location . 

CG T-1 advised January 27, 1969, that 
the Chicago branch of NKKKK is defunct and has. been 
defunct since mid-March, 1968, Then HEATH vacated 
NKKKK headquarters at llij.9 West Addison Street, 

Chicago. CG T-1 stated Chicago NKKKK- does not have 
any members, money, or status since April, 1968, 
when HEATH moved to Atlanta, Georgia. 

C. Membership; Recruit Activities 

CG T-2 advised on January 27, 1969, that 
there are no known members of the NKKKK in Chicago, 
or the Chicago area, at this time. CG T-2 stated 
all NKKKK activities ceased when HEATH left the 
Chicago area in March or April, 1968. CG T~3 advised 
on May 18 , 1968, that NKKKK activities at Chicago, 
were solely decided by DONALD R. HEATH. CG T-3 
stated when HEATH departed Ghicago, April, 1968, 
all individuals formerly associated’ with the NKKKK 
disaffiliated themselves from the NKKKK. 

CG T-3 further advised that HEATH., a 
former Chicago police officer, and other Chicago 
police officers, who were fired from the. Chicago 
Police Department (PD) in March, 1968, represented 
the total membership of the NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois. 
CG T-3 estimated total membership of NKKKK at 
Chicago in early 1968, to be 8 to 10 members. 
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CG T-3 stated extensive adverse publicity 
in Chicago nei>rs media in early 1968 concerning the 
NKKKK was probably responsible for complete 
demise of NKKKK at Chicago. 

CG T-4 advised on January 17, 1969* that 
no recruiting for the NKKKK has been conducted in 
the Chicago area since HEATH'S departure from Chicago, 
in April, 1968. CG T-4 stated no NKKKK activity 
at Chicago at this time or since early 1968, prior 
to HEATH'S departure from Chicago. 

CG T-1 , CG T-2, and CG T-4, all advised 
on January 27, 1969, that there are no known 
members of the NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois. 

D. Officers 

CG T-1 , . CG T-2, and CG T-4, all advised 
on January 27, 1969, the NKKKK does not have an 
organization or officers in Chicago or the state 
of Illinois. 

On June 29, 1968, CG T-1 advised R.E. 
CARLOCK, 4639 West Race Street, Chicago, Illinois, 
appeared on a television discussion program at 
Muskegon, Michigan on June 21 and 22, 1968. . . ■ 

CARLOCK was introduced on television as the leader 
of te NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois. 

CG T-1 stated on June 29, 1968, that 
CARLOCK indicated he told the television producer 
at Muskegon, Michigan he was the leader of the 
NKKKK at Chicago, kno\-jing it was not true but in 
an effort to gain stature for himself. 

CG T-1 further advised on June 29, 1968, 
that CARLOCK had filled out a NKKKK application in 
December, 1967 at DONALD R. HEATH'S request/ But 
other than the initial meetirg with HEATH, CARLOCK 
has not 1 had any associaiionwith the NKKKK at Chicago, 
Illinois or elsewhere. 
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CG T-p, who is acquainted with NKKKK 
activities in the Muskegon, Michigan area, advised 
on June 27, 1968, that OARLOCK is unkncwi to him. 

CG T-2 , CG T-3, and CG T~4, all advised 
on June 29, 1968, and on January 27, 1969, that 
CARLOGK is not associated with any NKKKK activity 
in Chicago, or elsewhere. All sources advise of 
belief that OARLOCK' s mental capacities are such 
that he would probably have a membership in the 
NKKKK at Chicago, if there was any NKKKK activities 
or organization in the Chicago, area. 

CG T-6 advised on October 30, 1968, : 

that there were no officers for the NKKKK at Chicago. 

CG T-6 stated the NKKKK ceased to. function 
in March or April, 1968, when HEATH departed the 
Chicago area. 

E. Public Gatherings, Meetings, and/or Demonstrations 

CG T-1 , CG T-2, and CG T-1+, all advised ' 
on January 27, 1969, that there have been no 
meetings, public gatherings, or demonsrtations 
in the Chicago area since HEATH's departure in 
early, 1968. All sources advised that neither 
HEATH or any other members of the Chicago branch 
of NKKKK had ever held any public gatherings or 
public meetings in the Chicago, Illinois, area 
at any time .

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DE T-2 on May 12, 1968, advised that on 
May 9, 1968, the Michigan Realm, NKKKK, received the 
charter from the National Headquarters of the NKKKK on 
February 24, 1968, as an authorized unit of the NKKKK. 

This charter was signed by the Imperial Wizard, JAMES R. 
VENABLE and attested to by THOMAS O'BRIEN, Imperial 
Kligrapp. 

C. Objectives 

DE T-l on January 30, 1969, and DE T-2 on 
January 31, 1969, both advised that the objectives of 
the NKKKK are the promotion of white supremacy, segregation 
of the races and to work politically for conservative 
candidates such as they did in the last national election 
for GEORGE WALLACE in his campaign for the Presidency of 
the United States.

DE T-2 advised on January 31, 1969, that 
JAMES VENABLE, Tucker, Georgia, is the Imperial Wizard 
of the NKKKK. 

DE T-2 further advised that the Michigan Realm 
of the NKKKK has no state officers as such and they no 
longer have a: Grand Dragon. Informant started' "that there is 
only one Unit' of the NKKKK in the Sta.te'^of Michigan and the 
Exalted Cyclops of this Unit,. LEROYi^TUNGATE , 4 is considered 
the highest officiating officer in the State of Michig an, 

E. Michigan Realm, NKKKK, 

| DE T-l on March 11, 1968, advised that on 
March 10, 1968, a meeting of the Michigan Realm, Unit #1, 
NKKKK, met at Watkins Coffee Shop, 19100 Joy Road, Detroit, 
Michigan.

According to informant, this meeting was called 
in view of the fact that the Michigan Klan had received a 
jitter from JAMES VENABLE, to the effect that , DANIE L 
^MORRISON, Grand Dragon for the, Michigan Realm, and JAKE 
"RONE, Secretary for the Michigan Realm, were to be banished 
from the membership of the NKKKK. According to informant, 
both RONE and MORRISON were banished, in view of the 
fact that they were of Indian ancestry and were not eligible 
for Klan membership. 

DE T-l on April 29, 1968, and DE T-2 on May 2, 

1968, both advised that on April 28, 1968,. a meeting of 
Unit #1 of the Michigan Realm, NKKKK, was held at Room 48 
of the Fairlane Motel, Dearborn, Michigan. JACK CRITES, 

NKKKK Grand Dragon from Ohio, and EVANS LEWIS, identified 
as a Klan member from Akron, Ohio, was in with those 
at this meeting. 

CRITES stated it has been determined that both 
JAKE RONE, Secretary for the NKKKK, and DANIEL MORRISON, 

Grand Dragon, had been requested to resign because he, 

CRITES, had determined that they were American Indians and 
Indians are not allowed in the Klan.

DE^-T^2 advised on May 27, 1968, that on May 18, 

1968, JBILIi^ALL, 3404 15th Street, V/yandotte, Michigan^, 
a member'^of the NKKKK in Michigan, stated he possesses” a Spitfire 
Semi-Automatic Rifle manufactured by the Spitfire Manufacturing 
Company, Phoenix, Arizona. Informant advised that this is a 
.45 caliber weapon, bearing Serial Number 3430, and that HALL 
also possesses two 30 round magazines for this weapons. 

DE T-2 further advised that another NKKKK member, 

Mr. THOMAS A, SUTTON, 1953 Buckingham, Lincoln Park, Michigan, 
also owns the same type weapon, but has filed the sear down 
thus converting this weapon to a full automatic. The source 
advised that these weapons were purchased from TONY (LNU), 
who has since obtained a Federal Firearms License and probably 
would not sell any more of these weapons without a purchasing 
permit.

Informants state that the leadership of the 
Michigan Realm has told the membership to avoid any form of 
violence and the members are told to obey the laws and 
promote their objectives through peaceful means. 

Informants further advised that they know of no 
illegal acts sponsored by the Klan and know of no incidents 
of cross burning tor acts of intimidation by members or 
leaders of the Klan. Informants stated the only illegal 
act that comes to their attention is the fact that BILL HALL 
converted a Spitfire rifle, .45 caliber automatic, into 
a full automatic,, which is a violation of the National 
Firearms Act. 
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D. Meetings 

DE T-l and DE T-2 between March 10, 1968^ and 
December 9, 1968, advised that the Michigan Realm of the 
NKKKK .. held at least 25 Klan affairs betv/een the dates 
March 10, 1968, and December 8, 1968. 

It is to be noted for the most part the 
above-mentioned meetings were all closed secret meetings and 
only Klan members in good standing attended.

In an article appearing in the "imperial Nighthawk" 
entitled, "Klan News," information was published concerning 
Klan 'activities in various states throughout the United State: 
In this connection, the article in part stated that they were 
congratulating EVAN LEWIS and JACK CRITES from the Northern 
Ohio area, as well' as other Klansmen from the Southern Ohio 
area, for. their splendid work in rebuilding the State of Ohio 
this past year. 


V T-2 on January 24, 1968 , identified EVAN LEWIS 
he leaders .of the NKKKK movement in the Northern

, CV T-2 on September 27, 1967, related that JACK 
CRITES, former Exalted Cyclops of the UKA, Akron, Ohio, Klavern.

JAI-IES R, VENABLE Klan organization. He referred to VENABLE’S 
group as the "invisible Empire," Original Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, although source believed that this organization 
is actually the NKKKK, inasmuch aa JAMES R, VANABLE is the 
Imperial Wizard of the NKKKK. 

CV T-2 advised that CRITES indicated he* hod about 
ten Klansmen from the .Akron, Ohio, Klavern of the UKA, who 
would join him.

auxiliary in Detroit. 
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. CV T-3 on January 29, 19083 advised that numerous 
individuals arrived in Detroit , Michigan, on January 27, 1963, 
for a meeting ’to establish . a Detroit unit of the NKKKK. Among 
those present at the meeting were JAMBS "VENABLE and TOM 
O’BRIEN, from the NKKKK National Headquarters in. Georgia, 

DON HEATH from Chicago and EVAN LEWIS and JACK CRT.TES from 
Akron, Ohio * 

This source advised that VENABLE told the Detroit 
individuals present that it would cost them $25 to join the 
MCEKIC and $50 per year for dues. VENABLE invited all to 
visit Stone Mountain, Georgia, the next Labor Day and pointed 
out how important it was for all the white people to arm. them- 
selves for the Negro revolution expected in the summer of 
1968. 

This source related that DON HEATH, reportedly sus- 
pended from the Chicago Police Department because of Klan 
activities, spoke about the Negro revolutionary groups in • 
Chicago. He advised these Negro people are ■ armed with M-l 
rifles i pistols, machine guns and thousands of rounds of 
ammunition, HEATH further advised that there is a Klan unit 
in the Chicago Police Department and that he, HEATH, can get 
guns and ammunition in large quantities and that he can supply 
guns to any Klan unit in the United -States of America. HEATH 
further stated that he is in charge of a seven state area under 
the NKKKK. 

7’his source further advised that individuals from 
Michigan met again with these NKKKK officials on January 2? 

Eight Michigan individuals paid $25 each for 
initiation fees into the NKKKK and this money was given to 
VENABLfS . < Source advised that JACK CRJTES, who he stated to 
be ' the Grand Dragon of Ohio, was driving a car bearing Ohio 
license plates 29-17^5* Source stated that most pf the 
individuals from Michigan were very displeased over the inereas 
in. costs to join the NKKKK. They argued that PARXIE SCOTT, 
MKKK leader from Southern Ohio who was also present, had

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indieated that 30 vehicles from the Ohio area and 18 vehicles 
from the State of Mississippi would meet in Akron, Ohio, on . 
April 14, 1968, These vehic3.es would then travel to Waukesha

On April 5, 1968, CV T-2 and CV T -4 were contacted .

WAYNE' HICKEY, of the Plant City Klavern is the only 
One of the group from this area who gave a short talk at the 
rally. It was estimated that there were approximately 180 
Klansmen in attendance, about 75 of whom were robed, , and no 
more than 150 spectators present.

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B, Tampa Klavern 

In September 1967, the Tampa Klavern of the UFKKK 
folded and at the end of May 196S, this Klavern joined into 
the newly formed organization at Wildwood, Florida, known as 
the Knights of the Invisible Empire (KOIE) . By October 1968, 
the Tampa Klavern was again organized and. joined into the 
UFKKK, Since the latter date, approximately 8 to 12 members 
of the Tampa Klavern have been meeting on a weekly basis, but 
there has not been much recruiting and many from the Tampa 
Klavern and the Plant City Klavern joined together on the 
meetings,

III, PUBLICITY AND PROPAGANDA 

Sources reported that no particular pertinent activity 
has taken place concerning the UFKKK in that they have had no 
specific rallies and the organization no longer has any 
publication. 

IV. FINANCES 

The UFKKK has been reported to have approximately 
$1,000,00 in their treasury, which money is personally main- 
tained hy Mr, JOHN STOUDENMIRE, of Jacksonville, Florida, and 
the group has been reported as being afraid to place their 
monies in any bank. 
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NATIONAL KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC. 

(NKKKK) 

A source advised. that on May 22, 1960, the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan mt At 
Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the KUAIi 
unity of effort and aetivltioo to ootablloli a National Fund, 
and a National Secretary, and to design a now flag. The 
nesting was attended by representatives of the Federation 
of the fin Klax Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
ArkansAs; Florida Knightsofthe Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 

Southern Knights of the Ka Klax Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klax KISS, 

North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
KykSos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation 
nesting at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2 - 5; 1960, at which 
the North Carolina and Texas glass were not represented, it 
was .-resolves Sand^'pAssed that their nanes be changed to NationaF 
Ku Klux Klan. 

A Second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
nestings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 - 1963" 
in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single leadership. 

The organization was granted a chapter in DeKaib 
County, Georgia, NoveSber 1, 1963, under the: nine National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic; secret, 
social, and benevolent order . " 

A third source advised in December, 1963, thatthe 
organization Had-' issued a statenent of its progress which 
indicated the organization to be anti-negro, anti- Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-foreigaborn. 

A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 

organization hep its headquarters in Tucker , Georgia, and 
the day-to-day Operations are under the direction of JawOs R. 
Venable, imperial Wizard. 
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UNITED FLORIDA KU KLUX KLAN (UFKKK) 


A source advised on August 20, 1955,, that a 
new organization known as Florida Ku Klux Klan (FKKK) 
had been formed at Macclenny, Florida, on August 14, 
1955, by former members of the Association of Florida 
Ku Klux Klan (AFKKK) . 


The objectives of this group, according to 
a second source, are to oppose integration in the 
schools and to fight communism. 

Regarding AFKKK, a third source advised that 
a former official of the Association of Georgia Klans 
(AGK) formed an organization on July 7, 1953, known as 
AFKKK. The "Morning Tribune," Tampa, Florida, newspaper, 
in its August 11, 1955, issue revealed AFKKK disbanded 
on that date. 

A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, 
that AFKKK operated under the same principles and 
bylaws as the AGK. The AGK has been designated by 
the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958, 
that FKKK is operating and maintaining the same 
objectives as set forth above. 


The sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, 
that at a meeting held in Orlando/Florida, on June 25, / 

1961, the FKKK and the United Klans, Knights of the Ku / 4 

Klux Klan, Incorporated, in Florida , consolidated and 
the new organization is known as the UFKKK. 

On August 3, 1964, the sixth source advised 
that the UFKKK is still in existence in Florida and 
maintains the same objectives set forth above. 
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1 P*ATI0NAL STATES RIGHTS PAS^ (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as 
the United White Party." According to the article, the 
party was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. The 
UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank- 
and-file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under 
"the banner of the National States Rights Party," with 
national offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, 

Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office 
Box 783, Birmingham, Alabama, 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP 
as Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 

Issue No. 88, dated April, 1967, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia 31405. 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that Edward R. 
Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP and Editor of 
"The Thunderbolt , " is the individual who actually controls 
the NSRP. 

Issue No. 100, dated April, 1968, of "The Thunderbolt," 
reflects Dr. Edward R, Fields to be National Director of the 
NSRP as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt." 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith.

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UNITED KLANS GF AMERICA, INCORPORATED 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, STATE OF GEORGIA 

A source advised on May 16, 1962, that the State 
of Georgia organization of the United Klans of America, Inc. , 
Knights of the Ku Klux Elan (United Klans) is called the 
Realm of Georgia, The Realm of Georgia his headquarters at 
772 PearceStreet, S, V„, Atlanta, Georgia. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
August, 1964, that the Realm of Georgia is subordinate to 
the National Headquarters of United Klans la Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, and received its instructions andguidmnce from 
the mat Iona 1 Headquarters , which is headed by Imperial •. 
Vizardftobert Shelton.

MICHIGAN REALM, NATIONAL KNIGHTS 
OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


On January 22, 1968, a source advised that the 
Michigan Realm, National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan was 
formed and commenced activity in Michigan during 1968. On 
May 17, 1968, this source advised that the Michigan. Realm 
has no headquarters, but meets bi-monthly at Watkins Coffee 
’.Shop, 19100 Joy Road, Detroit, Michigan, and utilizes Post 
Office Box 5387, Dearborn, Michigan, 48128, .as, a mailing 
address. 

Source states DANIEL MORRISON, Grand Dragon for 
the Michigan Realm, was recently expelled and at the present 
time, no one has been elected or designated as Grand Dragon 
for Michigan. , 

Source advised on May 17, 1968, the Michigan Realm, 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, is subordinate to and 
.receives its instructions and guidance from. the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tucker, Georgia, which is 
headed by Imperial Wizard JAMES VENABLE, 
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APPENDIX 


ASSOCIATION OF GEORGIA KLANS, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (AGK) 


A source advised on January 11, 1961, that the 
Association of Georgia Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
(AGK), was organized by CHARLES HOMER MADDOX in the Spring 
of 1960, with mailing address of Post Office Box 41, 
Bloomingdale, Georgia. This source stated that AGK is a 
new organization and is not affiliated in any way with 
the old Association of Georgia Klans which is defunct. 

It is patterned after the U. S. Klans, has the same 
general ritual, and has the same titles for its Klavern 
officers. Most officers and members are former members, of 
the U. S. Klans. The announced purposes of this organization 
are to promote white supremacy and to fight integration and 
Communism by peaceful means, and it is opposed to any type 
of violence. This source said AGK is affiliated with the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

This same source advised on June 27, 1967, that 
this Klan group has held no meetings since April, 1965, but 
continues to send representatives to meetings of the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, with which it is affiliated. 
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l ASSOCIATION OF SOUTH CAROLINA KLANS, 

KNIGHTS O F THE K li KL UX K.LA N (ASC K) 


A source advised on September 24, 1956, that the 
Association of South Carolina .Klans (ASCK) was organized in the 
Fall of 1955 and is patterned after the Association of Carolina 
Klans (ACK) . This source said ASCK is a new organization and 
not a rebirth of ACK, although all high- ranking officials of 
ASCK had been members of ACK. The source stated announced 
purposes of this organization are to promote white supremacy 
and combat integration of the races; however, the use of 
violence is disavowed.. 

A second source advised on September 2, 1950, that 
ACK was composed of groups formerly members of the Association 
of Georgia Klans . (AGK ) , and although ACK severed all connections 
with AGK on November 1.4, 1949, the ideals, purposes and policies 
of the two organizations remained identical, ACK became defunct 
after conviction and imprisonment of its highest official and 
other members in 1952, 

A third source said on September 16, 1962, that ASCK, 
using the name Majority Citizens League of South Carolina, 
published a monthly newspaper, ’’Southland Standard” from August 
through December, 1961, and dropped it due to lack of financial 
support, ■ 

A fourth source advised on July 26, 1967, that the 
ASCK continues to operate for the purpose of promoting white 
supremacy and combating integration by peaceful means by public 
speaking and propaganda, 

AGK has been . designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450, 
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CALIFORNIA KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


Source one advised that in late August, 1966 , 
large amounts of literature were dispensed in the San. 
Fernando Valley area of Los Angeles, advertising the ! ’ldeals 
of the Ku Klux Klan, a California Committee", and containing 
Post Office Box 312, La Crescents, California, and the name 
of Reverend WILLIAM V. FOWLER, State Chairman of 'the CKKKX. 
Also distributed was an announcement that a rally of the 
CKKKK and a "gigantic cross burning" would be held on 
September 17, 1966, at. Saugus, California. 


A second source advised that the CKKKK has attempted 
to hold two rallies, one on September 17 , 1966, at Saugus, 
California, the other in an open field at San Bernardino, 
California, on November 19, 1966. The first rally attracted 
approximately 200 persons, half of this number being members 
of the news media. This rally came to an abrupt halt as the 
read into the rally was closed in the interest of public 
safety. The second rally, which attracted about 70 persons, 
never got started as FOWLER was arrested for holding a meeting 
without a permit. 

A third and fourth source advised that on 
February 19, 1967, a. meeting of the CKKKK was held at Los 
Angeles, California, at which time several persons were 
initiated into the CKKKK. These sources advised that this 
klan group was told by FOWLER that the CKKKK was affiliated 
with Georgia's National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 

JAMES R. VENABLE, Imperial 'Wizard. The CKKKK is not incorporated 
in the State of California. 

These sources advised that the CKKKK promotes white 
supremacy, calling America a "white man’s country”, the 
segregation of the races, and is anti -Jewish . 

The day-to-day operations of the CKKKK are handled by 
WILLIAM V. FOWLER, self-appointed State Chairman, Honorary State . 
Cyclops, CKKKK, from his residence at 3^30 Mayfield Avenue, 

La Crescenta, California. 
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
